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Claim: 

A globe for working in which an adhesive agent 2 added 
with a germ-preventing agent ahd a deodorant is involved in 
the inner surface of a globe body 1 composed of a soft 
synthetic resin or riibher , and a fine hair material is 
adhered to said inner surface of the globe body !• 
Related disclosure! 

Some of globes for working such as used in waahing are 
bonded in the inner surface of a globe body with a fine hair 
material by means of an adhesive. 

The hair quality material of said globe for working is 
provided to improve the use feeling. However, since it is 
apt that moisture remains in the inner surface of 4:he globe 
it ie likely that mold generates in the surface of the adhesive 
which contacts the hair material, in many occasions. Further, 
sometimes, dirt in the interior of the globe in use is mixed 
with smells generated from the synthetic resin, rubber and the 
like constituting the globe body whereby bad smells are gene- 
rated. 
FUNCTION 

According to the above means, the geirm-pr venting agent 
added to the adhesive prevents generation of mold md mis-* 
cellaneous germs existing in the surface of th adhesive of the 



hair quality material, and the deodorant added into tb^'ad- 
hesive prevents generation of the bad smells in the interior 

o£ the globe. , -- 

EFFECT 

AS decribed above, since a germ-preventing agent and a 
-deodorant are added to the adheelve which adheree the air 
quality material it is possible to effectively and continu- 
ously prevent the generation of mildew ini«ellaneo« germs 
produced from the adhesive surface where mildew germs are most 
likely to generate. Further, the smell of the resin or rubber 
composing the globe, and the bad emells generated from the dirt 
in the interior of the globe are prevented so as to allow the 
globe to be sanitarily used for a long period. 

Moreover, it suffices to eidd expensive germ-preventing 
agent and deodorant just to thi adhesive it is capable of manu- 
facturing the globe at low cost. 
Brief Description of the Drawings: 

Fig. 1 is a partially notched front view ehowing the globe 
for working according. to an embodiment of the invention, and 

Fig. 2 is an enlarged sectional view of the globe body of 
the invention.
